Peery's talents (?) can hardly be expected to come up even to the 
standards of Henry Miller, James Baldwin, or the guys who write the 
Saturday kiddle "cartoons". 

PORTSMOUTH (12 April 1903): The entire Empire of Britain is in 
jubilation at the news of the British victory at the Battle of Jersey, 
fought just 3 days ago, . in which the Allied Britlsli/Pollutidarean 
Fleet utterly crushed the combined fleet of decadent Prenoiana. Ad- 
miral Hubert Horatio Hornblower, Commander o* 1 the Allied Fleet and 
ftrand Master of the Order of the Barracuda, late in March observed the 
Frencianan fleet massing at and near the EnglJs h Channel.

Rabbi tte » the Yech de Lurleen, and the" f lagship Xenogoglc' i From tihe 
bridge of the latter, a plump dark-haired figure cciuid be heard 
screaming, "1*11 get yta yet, I'll get you. yet, I'll get y„. .blub, 
blub." No British ships were lost during the action. Damaged, how- 
ever, were the H. M. S. Treachery, the H. M„ S, Bet rayal s and the 
H, M, S. Sure death, all destroyers. They will all' be repaired and re- 
fitted for the coming campaign on the continent. 

PEERI SAI LLIES (3 May 1903): The Frencian Government hais announced 
that it will accept the occupation of its territories by units of the 
Gorman military^ If Germany moves to Paris and Marseilles in the Fall 
she will not be opposed. 

POLLUTIDAR: In a speech before the Representative Diet, the Erape- 
roar ,of Pollutldar announced the complete disappearance of the so- 
called country of "Hellotidar" or "Helotidar". "It has been over 200 
sleeps," he told the cheering assembly,, "that anything has been heard 
from this band of rebel slaves. They were suppressed as a training 
exercise by a force of cave men under the leadership of Unhh the- Con- 
stipated One, on their way to invade the Outer Crust by way of the 
South Polar Opening. This force will take up positions in South Amer- 
ica, In case of hostile actions by the government of Elizabeth I, 
Queen of Bolivia. 

"As war proceeds against the nations of the. Outer Crust, the eco- 
nomy of Pollutldar remains firm despite the wide range of economic 
standards in effect in various parts of the realm.

In the parts of Pollutldar on a barter economy, the 
state of the economy is less easy to assess',, but we are reliably in- 
formed that in Amoz a first-quality stone axe goes for two slave- 
girls and a prime t hag hind-quarter. " 

The Emperoar refused comment on the present state of negotiations 
between Pollutldar and Britain concerning the imprisoned Inferial en- 
voys. But highly placed sources indicate that he is most displeased by 
the British failure to feed the Ganak members of the diplomatic mission 
adequately.

The hew Brigade, 
designated the 1st Greene Dragoons is commanded by Brigadier Jean Claude Tradeau. The 
The 1st Regiment is under Colonel Philippe Louis Capet, the 2-nd, undel? jColonel Jacqu.es 
Strapentight, and the 3rd under Colonel Marcel Prout, The unit has been forming for 
some months and, has been especially trained to combat English invaders and German mer- 
cenaries* The troops are all volunteers j in top physical condition, and equipped with 
the latest in modern weapond: ,4-5 caliber peerishooters, hand stabers, nauseous gas, 
and even the super-secret Miners'* The 'troops appeared unusually handsome in their 
green© and blue paisley camouflage suits,' their scarlet pith helmets, their J&pgnese 
tongs, and their greeae- berets. The "tall, erect soldiers cheered 'mightily a s^jfeheir"' 
beloved Empress rede "forth on her white charger, ,, .never a Mustang,/,, dressed "in "her own 
commander's uniform of clear vinyl plastic. Following the presentation of colours the 
Empress reviewed her passing troops before leaving for the Palace to attend a ball ±n 
honor of the visiting Premier Levi Eskibble, of Periland."

Didi CI of the Maldlve Islands and His Imperiousness Kiterwohg IX of Hellotidar. Didi 
stole the evening with his surprise display of a collation of dancers from' the Mal- 
dive . Islands Playboy Club. The dancers, numbering 145 , "were all tall, dark, brown- 
eyed beauties from the Sultan 1 s harem, skilled in the most intricate- dancing steps. 
Didi f s later announcement that he was establishing a Playpeeri Club 'in Peeris was 
greeted with cheers "from the guests* Riterwong, hot to be outshown, created a stir' of 
his own with an announcement that Hellotidar had captured 'a true Pollutidarean and had 
brought him to the Ball to entertain the guests.
